William Doran, . Bow lane, a ee I 
was put on trial, oharged with driving a 
motor car reeklessly in the Phenix Park, 
Dublin, on October 15th last, and causing 
the death of Robert Nicholl. 

Mr. E. J. Kelly, K.C., who, with Mr. P. 
J. Roe (instructed the Chief State Solici- 
tor), prosteuted, said that Nicholl’s death 
resulted from what, he believed, they would 
be satisfied, was a motor car “ joy-ride,”’ 
in which three men took part. 

On the night of October 15th, at 8 o'clock, 
the prisoner was driving a Ford two-seater 
car in the Phenix Park. Nicholl was riding 
a pedal bicycle in the same direction, quite 
close to the left-hand side of the road. The 
car hit the back wheel of the bicycle, injured 
the rider, and went on some distance before 
turning back. Nicholl died in Steevens’s 
Hospital a week later. Counsel submitted 
that. his death was due to the injuries re- 
ceived, and that the prisoner was responsible 
owing to his negligent driving of the motor 
car, 

Guard Keavenéy (180D) said that Doran 
stated that he was driving the car, which 
was his own pr s at fifteen miles an 
hour at the time of the accident. In order 
to pass the cyclist, who was going in the 
same direction, he turned to the right, but 
the cyclist also turned to the right suddenly. 
He Ean brakes, but before he could 
bring his car to a stand-still tha left front 
lamp struck the bicycle. Hé had his lights 
full on, but saw no lights on the cycle. 
Patrick Lane, one of the occupants of the 
car, said that the car was travelling on top 
gear ut “about fifteen miles an hour.

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MODERN. BRIDGE 
BUILDING. 


The. new bridge At. Montrose, which re- 

places the suspension bridge built on pre- 
cisely the same site about 100 years ago, was 
opened íor traffic recently. The _ sus- 
pension bridge’ was inadequate for modern 
traffic conditions, and an Order was granted 
in 1926 to enable the County ‘Council of 
Angus and the burgh of Montrose jointly to 
build a new bridge. . In May 1927 the design 
of a re:nforced concrete bridge was adopted, 
tenders ‘were obtained for constructing» the 
bridge in accordance with this design, and the 
lowest tender, namely that of. Sir Robert 
M‘Alpine and Sons, was accepted in May 
1928. Before demokshing the» suspension 
bridge a temporary road bridge had to- be 
constructed: in timber alongside. 
_ The approaches and abutments of the sus- 
pension: bridge have been utilised in the new 
bridge. Four new piers have been sunk in the 
river for additional support between the exist- 
ing abutments. Steel cylinders were sunk in 
the bed of the. river, but when the bottom 
of these were at their arranged level, it was 
found that the foundation was not as good as 
‘was anticipated, and to place the foundations 
beyond doubt, concrete piles 60 feet long were 
driveu. ‘The points of the piles rest on solid 
rock. The height. from the bottoms of the 
piles to the. tops of the towers over the piers 
is approximately 150 feet, “i

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IRISH POETRY 
REVIEWED. 


MR. LENNOX ROBINSON 
AND ULTRA-MODERNISM.

These poets, although of Irish birth, 
were not Irish in subject,’’ said Mr. 
Lennox Robinson, referring to Swift and 
Goldsmith, in the course of his lecture on 
“Modern Irish Poetry ” at the Town Hall, 
Rathmines’, last mght. Mr. Robinson began 
by addressing himself to the two largest 
sections of his audience.. To the middle- 
aged who twenty years previously bad dis- 
covered Irish poetry in the persons and writ- 
ings of W. B. Yeats and George Russell, and 
having done so, sat down and forgot to follow 
these poets in their subsequent development, 
and so got out of touch with Irish poetry. 
“Tf you get out of touch with one art,” 
observed Mr. Robinson, “you do so with 
regard to all the arts.” As regards the 
second section of his audience, the young 
people, the lecturer said it was of no 
avail to show them the writings of ‘‘ Af.”’ 
They must be led back to him through 
modern poetry. 

"When I talk of Irish poetry | am speak 
ing of poetry written by Irishmen in the 
English language. Gaelic poetry is an 
entirely different matter,” said Mr. Robin- 
son. The poetry under discussion, therefore, 
went back to the middle of the eighteenth 
century, and appeared in the persons of 
Goldsmith, Swift, and Parnell, These poets 
were hardiy Irish in the sense fhat they 
lived in London and were regarded as Eng- 
lish men-of-letters. Swift was sent to Dublin 
against his wil! and his Irish verses are 
the product «i an  ontraged spirit of 
humanity. “If Swift had gone io Pata. 
gonia,’’ Mr. Robinson observed, ' he would 
have become in time an eminent Pata- 
gonian.” Moore, Ferguson, and Mangan

THE MODERN GROUP. 


After glancing at the group of poets that 
gathered around the Young Irelanders’ 
newspaper, Zhe Nation, Mr. Robinson ap- 
proached the work of the modern 
generation. During the last decade 
of the nineteenth century a roup 
of poets gathered in London, and it included 
W. Bb. Yeats, Kathrine Tynan and Lionel 
Johnson. These wrote in a semi-mystical vein 
that. was antended to excite the young men to 
work, to live and to die. Mr. Robinson next 
dealt with Francis Ledwidge, who, he said, 
wrote beautifully before he went to the war 
and was killed. Of a modern group there was 
Patrick Cavanagh, a farmer, Weens oem, 
‘The Ploughman,’’ Mr. Robinson said should 
be im every anthology. Speaking of Irene 
Ryan, the lecturer said.; “I do rot know her 
personaily, but Lithimk’ she has the essentials 
of very good gus in her,” and quoted 
“Tre Brow Feile and-*‘The Pear Tree in 
the Garden” in support of his opinion. Mr 
Robinson next discussed the group who are 
returning to “the “forms of Gaelic poetry 
“Austin Clarke and #0. Higgins are follow 
ing this plan,” he remarked, ‘‘ tut the latter 
in his early poetry is very orthodox, and re- 
sembles Swinburne in form.” Mr. Robinson 
concluded with an examination cf the ultra 
modern school, which he described as “really 
going a bit wild,”

Cumberland Snowdrops. 


Clumps of snowdrops are already show 
ing themselves in gardens in County 
Dublin. I noticed some peculiarly lovely 
specimens blossoming near a row of prim- 
roses in one garden. The primroses were 
also ready in flower, and, on. making 
inguiries, I heard that. the owner of the 
garden had gathered the snowdrops three 
years ago in a wood in Cumberland, where 
they were growing wild, brought them to 
Dublin in a box and planted them. They 
have flowered every year since. In mid- 
European countries and in Greece snow. 
drops are much larger than in these 
islands. Those that appear above the 
snow in Austria are usually the size of 


blue-bells. 


Dursey Island. 


Reading of the hard times faced by the 
Aran islanders, it is something of a com- 
fort to me to reflect that not all the islands 
off our Western coasts are situated so un- 
comfortably. Dursey, which lies on the 
extreme west of County Cork, is separated 
from the mainland only by a narrow 


channel, but the flow of water between | 


Bantry Bay and the Kenmare River is so 
tumultous that the island can be reached 
only on a fine day. Once arrived, however, 
the rare visitor will find smiling faces and 
a general impression of prosperity. When 
1 visited i; one day last summer one of the 
residents was busily fitting his house with 
the latest thing.im roofing. The cost of 
bringing the materials from Cork, one 
“aioe. miles away, must have been no 
trifle. He and his helpers were chatting 


in Irish, but they at once lapsed into a 
delightful sing-song English for our 
benefit. The decay of manners, of which 
we hear so much, does not apply to the 
islanders ; for it would be difficult to find 
anywhere a community so easy and 
natural and, above all, so courteous. They 
immediately proposed a dance for ou 
entertainment, and only the fear of a 
break in the weather prevented our accept 
ing. Dances on Dursey, however, are not 
to be undertaken lightly. The last dance 
that they had held, we were told, had 
continued on and off for a fortnight. 


A Naval Batile. 


The inhabitants of Dursey do a very 
good trade in lobster-fishing during the 
season, and the lobsters are taken straight 
to France by boat. Indeed, traffic with 
France is no new thing in this part of the 
world; for in the days of the f 


lamons 
O’Sullivans many a cargo must have passed 
to and fro. The entente cordiale, it 
appears, was in some danger one day last 
year, when the islanders were pained to 
observe. a French trawler lying off the 
island and taking liberties with the Dursey 
fish. Boats were put off et once, and soon 
the waters ran (not forthe first time im 
history) with the sounds of naval strife 
After a desperate struggle—according to 
the islanders—the men of Dursey pre- 
vailed, and the French trawler beat 
hasty retreat, leaving her nets and other 
fishing gear behind her The spoils of 
victory were not wasted. I am told thaí 
on Dursey they find French fishing net: 
distinctly useful. | 


Washington as Vidshipman. 


It is not generally known that, but for 
the strenuous opposition of his mother, 
George Washington would have become a 
midshipman in the British Navy. This 
dispute between Mary Washington and 
her illustrious son resulted in what may 
be termed “' the first naval victory ever 
won by a woman."’ George, at the sugges- 
tion of his step-brother, Lawrence Wash- 
ington, and of Lord Fairfax, decided to 
join the Navy. In fact, it would appear 
that. he had received his commission as 
midshipman; for his baggage was already 
stowed away on a man-of-war riding at 
anchor in the Potomac. His mother’s 
opposition made him reluctantly abandon 
the project, causing a rift between them 
which never seems to have been entirely 
bridged. Mary Washington’s opposition 
had far-reaching consequences; for with- 
out it there is just a sibility that all 
North America might Ge bodes included 
in the Empire. 


Mauo s Subterranean River. 


There are many freaks of nature to be 
seen in this small island, but one of the 
most remarkable that it has been my lot 
to visit is the underground river at Cong, 
i: County Mayo. At the back of the 
village a broad stream gushes forth 
beneath a gently sloping bank, and runs 
for about a mile ore it loses itself in 
the waters of Lough Corrib. This is said 
to be the outlet of a subterranean channel 
from Lough Mask, and at a place called 
the Pigeon Hole, near the interesting 
ruins of Cong Abbey, the visitor may 
descend a flight of about sixty steps to 
inspect the underground river. A power. 
ful electric torch would be necessary to 
show up the arched roof of the cavern, 
but when I visited the scene it was the 
practice to light a bundle of straw and 
send it floating down the rushing stream. 
The light immediately attracts fish, which 
swim around it as it disappears into the 
darkness. I was told that these fish would 
not rise to bait, but were frequently taken | 
by nets. : 
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Printers in Old Dublin. 
Dursey Island. 


“Dublin s Printers. 


In the historie- of old Dublin there are 
no more interesting chapters than those 
telling about the booksellers and printers 
who flourished in the city a couple of 
hundred years ago. Reading was a more 
serious matter then, and was confined to 
the comparatively few. The production 
or acquisition of a new book was probably 
a mentionable event, and the importance 
of the position occupied by booksellers can 
be understood. In the seventeenth century 
almost all the booksellers of Dublin had 
their places of business and dwelling in 
the neighbourhood of Christ Church and 
the adjoining streets. Dr. Loftus pub- 
lished his first Syriac book at the shop of 
Joseph Wilde, in Castle street, in 1672. 
In the same street, or else in Skinner's 
row adjoining, lived John North, Samuel 
Dancer, John Leech and Andrew Crooke, 
the King’s printer, while at the 
‘‘Stationer’s Arms” in Castle street 
flourished, in James the Second’s time, 
Eliphal Dobson, the leading and richest 
representative of the trade. In the same 
quarter was born the Dublin newspaper 
press. John Pue had a printing business 
there in Cromwell’s day. His son, Richard 
Pue, established a coffee house, which 
from him took the name of “ Dick’s,”’ 
and in 1700 he started a paper called 
““ Pue’s Occurrences,’’ which continued to 
be produced for about seventy years.

The Ice Patrol. 


February is the month in which plans 
are completed for the annual ice patrol 
in the Atlantic, which lasts for four 
months. The danger to Atlantic shipping 
from the presence of floating icebergs can 
be realised when it is remembered that 
they have been known to reach a circum- 
ference of two miles and a height of 150 
feet, while for every cubic foot above the 
water there must be at least eight feet 
below. Ever since the loss of the Titanic 
in 1912, the United States has undertaken 
the patrol. Fourteen Governments share 
the expense, of which the proportion of 
Great Britain is forty per cent. Two 
cutters are employed alternately. The 
vessel on “ patrol’’ transmits four ice 
bulletins daily, every one on a different 
frequency, and, in addition, gives special 
information to any vessel on request. 
Apart from the life-protection side, the 
study of the movements of bergs helps in 
that of ocean currents, and throws light on 
many meteorological problems. The exist- 
ing convention expires next year, but none 
of the signatory Powers has shown any 
desire to terminate so important a service.

A Pioneer of Gransport. 


About one hundred years ago there was 
no name better known in the South of 
Ireland than that of Mr. Charles Bianconi, 
of Clonmel. Originally a native of Milan, 
Bianconi came to Ireland in 1800, and after 
travelling through the country for some 
time, eventually settled in Clonmel as a 

icture-dealer and frame-maker. When he 
had saved some money at this business he 
conceived the idea of running a public car 
at a cheaper rate than the stage coaches. 
In the year 1815 he ran his first car from 
Clonmel to Cahir, and shortly afterwards 
two cars to Limerick and Thurles. At the 
outset Bianconi often spent weeks without 
getting a single passenger, but he was not 
discouraged, and ultimately the service 
became popular. He established a factory 
at Clonmel and built his own cars of 
different sizes, taking from four to sixteen 
passengers. The fares were from one 
penny to twopence halfpenny a mile, 
according to the turnpike, and the cars 
served 128 towns, travelling from seven to 
nine miles an hour. These vehicles wero 
built like a low and: elongated jaunting 
car, with the feet of the passengers about 
eighteen inches from the ground. Cars of 
the Bianconi type were in use until quite 
recently in many parts of the country. It 
is interesting to note that the same objec- 
tion was urged against these cars that is 
now being made against "buses; they 


brought people away from the villages to 

the larger towns, where it was possible to 

procure supplies in a cheaper market.

The Chairman (Mr. William Twibill) said 
that the Board proposed to erect a wharf for 
the accommodation of an oil company at a 
cost of £400 to enable the company to berth 
their steamers close. to a plot of ground 
which the company had leased from the 
Harbour Board. 

Mr, Glendon suggested that the proposed 
work should be deferred, and that Mr. 
McGilligan, Free State Minister for Industry 
and Commerce, should be invited down to 
see the work which already had been done. 
Perhaps then he would agree to the Board 
proceeding with the making of a further 
extension of quay at a cost of £4,000. The 
Harbour Board had satisfied the Oireachtas 
that their original scheme, which was 
estimated to cost £55,000, was a good one, 
and perhaps the Ministry would now agree 
to the larger amount. '

The Judge’s Comments.

BELFAST, Wednesday. 

N the Chancery Court, Belfast, to-day, 

| before Mr. Justice Wilson, the hearing 

was resumed of the action brought by 
Mr. Arthur Henry Muir, official liquidator 
of Messrs. John Fulton and Co., against the 
directors and auditor of the firm for mis- 
feasance, or breach of trust, relating to 
certain sums of money amounting to over 
£70,000. 

Mr. Henry Jenkinson, auditor and 
accountant to the company, was further 
cross-examined by Mr. R. D. Megaw, K.C., 
for the official liquidator, 

He questioned witness regarding his duties 
as an auditor, and witness declared that he 
had complied with all the legal require- 
ments. The company directors had the right 
to treat the advertising account as capital, 
and they exercised it. 

Asked. about the  liquidator’s figures, 
witness said that he had nothing to do with 
them. He stood or fell on the figures in his 
own departmental account. 

To the Judge—The advertising was not for 
the firm as a whole, but for Kingsway shirts 
and aeroplane collars. 

The Judge—Suppose you spend £1,000 in 
one year, why was not that £1,000 debited 
against the profits on the sales of shirts and 
collars ’—There was no separate account for 
shirts and collars. 

The Judge—Why was it not done? You 
collared the whole of the gross profits as 
profits and then said: “ Hello, here is the 
£1,000 spent on advertising.’’ and returned 
it as an asset. You know *t was a grossly 
misleading thing to put in a balance sheet 
for the purpose of creating a reserve fund. 
Surt the thing is obvious, and you see it 
better than I do. 


THE PROFITS. 
Mr. Black, K.C., M.P., for the directors 


of the company, said that was not a case of 
fraudulent directors putting the company’s 
money into their own pockets. The Fulton 
family were the owners of all the ordinary 
shares in the company, and when the com- 
pany was making a farae profit they were 
taking very moderate dividends, indeed, and 
left the grealer part of the profits in the 
company to build up réservés. Whatever 
might be said about the reserves and the 
allocation of the reserves, these reserves 
were built up out of profits which might 
have been declared as dividends on the 
ordinary shares and put ‘into the pockets of 
the Fultons. They had the _ evidence of 
Mr, Jenkinson that in the early days of 
the company, when it was successful and 
profits were being made, a conservative 
financial policy was pursued. In the boom 
times, when values were going up all over 
the country and everyone was talking big, 
the Fultons did not write up the values in 
their balance sheet, but left the various 
assets and good-will standing at the figures 
at which they originally stood, and when 
machinery was put into the place it was 
paid for out of the profits. The last time 
the ordinary dividend was paid to the 
ordinary shareholders was in September, 
1922. Then the directors took no ordinary 
dividends, but the other shareholders got 
dividends up to June, 1925. 

After the boom time the tide turned, and 
the company was caught, as were many 
other companies engaged in that type of busi- 
ness, in the terrible slamp. When the tide 
turned, notwithstanding the existence of the 
reserve fund, the directors from 1922 took no 
ordinary dividends for themselves, and also 
cut down their salaries drastically. Those 
salaries were paid to them not only as direc- 
tors, but as men working and devoting their 
whole time to the business of the company. 

Mr. Justice Wilson— They borrowed certain 
sums from the company, and that eventually 
came out of the pockets of the creditors. 

Mr. Black said that those sums were liable 
to be revaid. 

Mr. Justice Wilson said that he thought 
that the amazing problem in the case was 
that the assets of a company, amounting to 
£244,000 over and above liabilities, should 
have disappeared between June, 1929, and 
January, 130, and that the company should 
now be able to pay only 16s. or 17s. in the &. 
That was marvellous. 

Mr. Black—Your lordship must not over- 
look the fact that we are now suffering from 
the greatest slump in business in memory. 

Mr. Justice Wilson—Between June, 1929, 
and January, 1 ? 

Mr. Black—No, my lord, but leading up to 
that period. So far as actual loss was con- 
cerned, the Fulton family, as holders of the 
ordinary shares of the company, had lost 
everything. 

Mr. Justice Wilson—That is due to them- 
selves. You cannot say that it is due to any- 
body else. 

Mr. Black—I am not suggesting any blame 
on anybody. But this is not a position where 
any allegation can be made that the Fulton 
family have placed the money of the share- 
holders into their own pockets. 


JUDGE'S QUESTION, 


Mr. Justice Wilson—I quite agree. But do 
you think that if you have been carrying out 
your duty as a director, if you h_ve failed 
to prepare a balance-sheet—failed to sign, 
failed to lay that before an independent 
auditor, and obtained a certificate from him— 
that it was a true, fair, and accurate state- 
ment of the affairs of the compny, and having 
failed in all that, you know, or ought to have 
known, that in fact a condensed summary of 
the accounts that was not the balance-sheet 
was sent forward to the Registrar of Joint 
Stock Companies for their information and 
protection. | 

Mr. Black said that, assuming all that 
against him to be true, the question still re- 
mained. Did it in any way lead to or was 
it cause for the allegations made against him 
in that summons? 

Mr. Justice Wilson— That is the question. 

‘Mr., Black said that it was something in 
the directors’ favour that their professional 
adviser took, and still took, the view that 
what was done was legitimate. He hoped to 
show his lordship in that particular case that 
the dividends were not paid out of capital. 
He admitted that the balance-sheet was 
wrong in every item, and said that with Mr. 
Muir they were out to get it right. His case 


was that Mr. Muir’s statement was only a 
fragmentary view of the facts. 

Counsel had not concluded when the Court 
adjourned until to-morrow morning.

FATE OF DROGHEDA 
PREMISES.

T last night’s meeting of the Drogheda 
A Corporation, Mr. B. E. Allen, who is 
President of the Drogheda Chamber 
of Commerce, said that he understood that 
very shortly the Irish Fresh Meat Company's 
premises at Drogheda were to be sold by the 
Government, and he thought they should look 
into the matter and see that there was no 
fear of the piace being scrapped. It was a 
very fine building, and he thought that, in 
the Government’s own interest, they should 
keep it in order if for nothing more than as 
an insurance against an outbreak of foot-and- 
mouth disease. If they had a bad outbreak, 
and it Jasted for any considerable time, it 
might do the country tremendous injury, we 
had so many of our eggs in the one basket, 
and he thought it was up to them as a UCor- 
poration to find out what the Government in- 
tended to do in case the premises was not 
sold as a going concern. 


A RUMOUR. 


Mr. P. Byrne said that there had been a 
pé@rsistent rumour in the town that, in the 
event of the place not being sold, it. was 
going to be scrapped, which would, in his 
opinion, be a national loss. Íhey were not 
going to prevent any industry from coming 
into the place if it was going to be a benefit 
to the town, but he did not think they should 
allow the fresh meat premises to be scrapped. 

Alderman Murdock said that the lots to be 
sold included a great number of the cottages 
which were given to the company as houses 
for their worxers, and if the Government were 
going to scrap one thing and make a profit 
rent out of the cottages, he thought the Cor- 
poration should consider the matter very 
carefully and find out their position. 


A SUGGESTION, 


The Town Clerk (Mr. Joseph Carr) said 
that he would suggest that the matter be 
left, without further discussion in public, to 
the Mayor, the Law Agent and himself to 
investigate and report back to the Council, 
and protect the interests of the Corporation 
as far as possible. 

Alderman O. Kierans said that he did not 
want to prolong the discussion in public of 
this matter, but he agreed with Mr. Allen 
that the Council should see where they stood. 
Referring to tne cottages, he said they wera 
the property of the Corporation, even if they 
were held on lease, and no time should be 
lost in finding out their position in the 
matter. 

Mr. P. Carroll said that the matter should 
be referred to the Law and Finance Com- 
mittee, some members of which were fully 
conversant with the whole question. á

Father Pleads for Erring 
Son.

AILMAINHAM, Wednesday. 

N the Kilmainham District Court yester- 

| day, a boy, John Kinsella, Dunsink, em- 

ployed by Mr. Burns, Castleknock, was 
charged by Superintendent Hughes with 
having stolen a watch, a three speed gear 
lever from a bicycle, a cape and portions of 
an oil engine. 

Mr. Burns said that the boy and his father 
were in his employment, and lived in his gate 
lodge. He gave evidence of having missed 
various articles, 

Elizabeth Byrne, a domestic servant, em- 
ployed in Scribblestown, said that defendant 
presented her with a pair of gloves (pro- 
duced), He said that his mother got them, 
but found they were too small for her. 

A statement by the accused boy was read, 
in which he admitted having stolen various 
articles from Mr. Burns s house. 

Defendant gave evidence that he siole 
various things from his employer's house and 
sold a watch for 1s. 6d., and also a cape. He 
got no money for the cape. The reason he 
took these things was because Mr. Burns was 
always “ getting on at him.” 

The boy’s father said that he never knew 
him to take anything before this. He was 
somewhat unmanageable at times. 

Justice Reddin said that Guards Dillon and 
Ledwidge had investigated the case in a very 
thorough manner. He said that Miss Byrne, 
who had received the gloves, had acted quite 
innocently in the matter. He thought that a 
certain amount of temptation had been placed 
in this boy’s way. On the charge of larceny 
the Justice convicted, and also on the charge 
of malicious injury. He sentenced him to 
fourteen days’ imprisonment with hard labour 
on each charge, the sentences to run con- 
currently. He also ordered him to find bail 
for his future good behaviour on his release 
from prison. Subsequently, following a strong 
appeal from the boy’s father to send the boy 
to a school. the father promising to hunt up 
some missing property, the Justice agreed to 
remand the defendant in custody to Howth 
District Court. -

In the second place, there is not, and 
never can be, any prospect that the Fast 
African colonies will become a British 
Dominion. It is almost inconceivable that 
the ratio of whites will rise sufficiently 
at any time to admit such a prospect, and 
only such a prospect could justify a direct 
and universa) franchise. East Africa 
requires strong and able government—and 
nothing else. If a fusion of the three 
areas will make for better management, 
surely it is not beyond the intelligence of 
experts to devise a scheme for consolida- 
tion, without the need to invoke visions.

Toll fot the Brave. 


The first serious accident to one of the 
Royal. Air Force’s flying boats occurred 


| yesterday. Since they first took ‘he water 


and the air, some five years ago, these 
large, but mobile, craft have established 
a fine record of safety. From their 
headquarters at Plymouth a:.d southa np- 
ton they have visited most of th chief 
harbours of the British Islands, including 
Dublin and Queenstown. To-day a 
squadron is stationed at Singapore, 
elled without mishap from 


Chinese and Australian waters Now the 
first calamity has come, not in some 
remote sea, but at a home station. 
Wing-Commander C. G. Tucker and most 
of his crew have gone down, like 
Kempenfelt, ‘close by their native 
shore,’’ and all British hearts will mourn 
their doom. The cause of the accident 
is unexplained, and the accounts of exe- 
witnesses, which we print to-cay, differ 
in important details. Ye°' lay, at noon, 
the Blackburn Iris III. descended, after 
a practice flight, on Plymouth Sound. 
The weather was fine and the sea was like 
a mirror. As she neared the surface, the 
Iris III. swooped suddenly, stiucx the 
water with a terrific impact, ov. rturned 
and was swamped. Wing-Commander 
Tucker and seven of the crev were trapped 
in the submerged boat, and must have 
perished immediately. Flying-Offcer F. 
K. Wood was injured so badly that he 
died soon after rescue. Flight-Lieutenant 
M. H. Ely, Flying-Officer C. Ryley and 
Corporal W. M. Barry are the only 
survivors. One witness says that the 
boat's swoop was preceded by a 
bright flash; others say that the 
impact was followed by a loud ex- 
plosion; another says that the alleged 
explosion was merely the noise of the 
i act. It is suggested that the calmness 
of the sea may have deceived the pilot 
into a too swift descent, but against this 
theory we must set the íact that Wing- 
Commander Tucker, who occupied the first 
pilot’s seat, was an airman of large ex- 
perience. The survivors will be heard at 
an official inquiry, and until then 
conjecture would be idle.

An Author’s Complaint. 


Mr. Michael Arlen complains that few 
people in England read after they 
reach maturity. ‘‘ English literati would 
starve,’ he said, “if they had to depend 
on the patronage of their fellow-is!anders.”’ 
This statement, which was made imme. 
diately after Mr. Arlen’s arrival in New 
York, may have been in some sort a cesture 
to the American reading public. It cannot 
be dismissed, however, as wholly untrue. 
To-day America, lacking the literature that 
the colder nations possess, is bestirrinz 
herself to create it, and is adopting th 
réle of a Meecenas. Unhappilw she lacks 
t’ > discrimination that marked the elegant 
Roman and is prone to a promiscuous 
perusal of almost anything that is written— 
a trait to which, perhaps, the readiness. of 
her citizens to take up any new fad which 
its author cares to call a philosophy may 
be due. Yet a measure of gratitude is owed 
to her in that she supports many worthy 
writers who are without honour in their 
own country. England, for instance, com- 
fortably secure in the knowledge that she 
has produced Shakespeare, Marlowe and 
Milton, is at no pains to care for others 
who may be-starving through lack of 
appreciation. The British public seeks its 
literary relaxation in the sporting news. 
papers and detective fiction. This habit 
is not a vice; indeed, Gaboriau was the 
favourite reading of Prince Bismarck. On 
the other hand, it can be carried very 
easily to excess, and it will be a great 
pity if one day, through mental laziness, 
England finds herself outstripped by the 
more assiduous Americans. An American 
literature is beginning to emerge, and, if it 
is unchallenged, its culture ultimately may 
direct the thought of the English-speaking 
world.

KENNEL CLUB LECTURER'S 
ADVICE TO EXHIBITORS. 


In the unavoidable absence of Mr. Justice 
Haima, Mr. Henry B, Fottrell, Vice-Chair- 
man of the Irish Kennel Club, presided at a 
meeting held in Jury’s Hotel, Dublin, last 
night, under the auspices of the club, at 
which an address was given by Mr, R. 8. 
Holland, LL.B. on the subject: ' The 
terrier breeds shown in Ireland: A com- 
parison of the standard of those exhibited.”’ 

In the course of his address Mr. Hol 
said that the creation of the Irish Kennel 
Club in Dublin marked the beginning of a 
new era, so far as showing of terriers was 
concerned, since it was established ten years 
ago. From that date the terrier breed took 
ou a new lease of life, increasing by hundreds 
n the numbers previously exhibited in 
reland. A further result was that the 
quality also showed a similar increase, with 
the result that dogs now bred in Ireland 
could compete successfully with any in 
Britain, and many had been considered so 
excellent in their particular breeds that they 
had been exported to America and other 
countries at really fabulous prices. In an 
advice to novice exhibitors the lecturer laid 
stress upon the fact that in selecting any 
breed of terrier, whether for show or rt, 
balance and symmetry should. predominate 
in those anatomical essentials pra yA for 
exhibition purposes.

the community at large. 


MOTOR CAR BODIES. 


“It is true,” Mr. Summerfield went on, 
‘that a few isolated motor car bodies have 
been built by hand, but neither in price nor 
appearatice could they be regarded as cater- 
ing seriously for moter car body building as 
it is understood in the car world of to- 
day. The Irish Free State coachbuilders 
might more truthfully have been described 
as trap and carriage builders, and I think 
it well to suggest this distinction; for all 
along the coachbuilders have been putting 
up a case that their premises were suitable 
for, and their men experienced in, motor 
car body building; whereas, in my opinion, 
at any rate, they have no right to claim sueh 
ualification. The motor car body is pro- 
uced to-day in mass quantities. and by 
machinery that had necessitated enormovs 
capital outlay. The total consumption of 
motor cars annually in the Free State could 
be supplied in one day by any one of several 
of the leading motor car manufacturers of 
the world. It seems so utterly ridiculous to 
suggest that in this little market here we 
could attempt to compete with the great out- 
puts of these big firms.” 


WOULD INCREASE COST.

THE HAVERTY 
TRUSTE. 


DIFFICULTIES OF 
PERSONNEL. 
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DUBLIN AND BELFAST. 
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OME controversy has been going on 
S concerning the personne! of the Thomas 
Haverty Trust ‘Selection Committee, 
which has the choice of pictures to be pur- 
chased ior the nation out of moneys in thé 
hands of the Commissioners of Charitable 
Donations, etc. There is an immediate possi- 
bilitv of the Trust’s affairs again coming 
before the Courts. In that’ case more than 
one question. will be raised for a judicial 
decision 

it would appear that the Trust property 
has been estimated roundly at £15,000, and 
near that 
figure, is at the disposition of the trustees 
for the purchase of. pictures. 

The bequest was, made by the late Mr. 
Thomas Havorty, a painter, who for a period 
of ten years was a regular exhibitor at the 
Hhoyal Academy, London. He gave up 
painting when a young man, but to the end 


of a long life of 92 years retaimed a keen 
interest in Irish art and Irish artists. 
leit his fortune to purchase the works of 
Irish painters ‘living in them own country. 
He desired to stem the flow of native genius 
to alient lands, and help to hold for Ireland 
some of the evidences of her art. 


AN ARTISTIC LINE. 


He | 
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lle was of an artistic line. His futher, 
Joseph Patrick Haverty, R.H.A., was a 
principal painter of his day, whom many 
will recall by the engraving of his 
“Limerick Piper.’’ He painted the portraits 
of many famous men, including :-—Gerald 
Griffin, Cardinal: Wiseman, Daniel O'Connell, 
the famous bishop, Dr.. Doyle ({1.K.L.), 
Richard Lalor Sheil, and Father Mathew. Au 
amusing. particular attaches to a commission 
Joseph Haverty received to paint the entry 
of George IV: into Dublin. The commission 
was from the King, but the painting was re- 
jected, because the roval carriage was shown 
too far in the background. The Jesuits have 
a picture of the. élder Haverty’s in Gardiner 
street Church, depicting '' St. Francis Xavier 
baptising the Indians.” ‘Thomas Haverty 
does not seem to have found equal encourage: 
ment at home, and though he found favour in 
London, he would have preferred it in Ire- 
land. Generously he bethought of the 
artists of a future generation, hence his be- 
quest. 

When his will came to be executed judicial 
assistance was sought, and Mr. Justice 
Meredith made the settlement, under which 
the donation is now being administered. 

THE SETTLEMENT. 

The principal terms.of Mr.. Justice Mere- 
dith’s settlement’ were that pictures shal] be 
selected for purchasé or comunission by the 
Committee, painted, hy artists of Irish birth 
living in Ireland, and that in the selection of 
pictures prefeterice shall be given to such as 
are of historical and fancy subjects, with an 
occasional Jandscape of a, very high order. 
Also that one-fourth of the proceeds of the 
trust, calculated over periods of five years, 
shall be allowed ‘to become the property of a 
gallery or institution in Northern Ireland, | 
to e nominated by the Curator 
of the Municipal Gallery of Art, and 
Museum of Belfast. The third principal term 
of the settlement was that the three. trustees 
—the President of the Royal Hibernian 
Academy, the Director of the National 
Gallery, and the Lord Mayor of Dublin— 
have power to appoint five other persons to 
form, with themselves, a ‘Selection Committee. 

A SUBSTITUTE. 

In 1929, when, the judical settlement was 
made, there was no Lord Mayor of Dublin. 
The Commissioners for the administration of 
the affairs. of the city appointed Mr. J. J. 
Reynold, Curator of the Municipal Art 
Gallery, to. represent the municipal interest 
in absence, pro tem, of a Lord Mayor. “The 
five persons chosen by the trustees to make 
up the Selection Committee were :—The Lord 
Mayor of Belfast, ‘how Sir Crawford 
McCullagh; Mr.. A. Deane, M.R.LH., 
Curator of the, Municipal Gallery, Belfast ; 
two nominees of the National Gallery of 
Ireland, Mr. Justice Murnaghan and Sir 
Robert Woods, and one nominee of the Royal 
Hibernian Academy, Mr. Caulfeild Orpen. 

When the Corporation of Dublin was re- 


established last October, Senator A, Byrne, as 


Lord Mayor, automatically took the place of 
the Curator of the Dublin Municipal Art 
Gallery as a trustee, with Mr. Dermod 
O’Brien and Mr. Bodkin. 

BELFAST FAVOURED, 

It appears that the view is taken that 
Belfast has been unduly favoured in the fact 
that the Lord Mayor of Belfast can enjoy 
the presence, and the assistance, if he needs 
it, of a colleague of expert knowledge, while 
the Lord Mayor of Dublin.is not so favoured, 
and, into the bargain, the Southern metropolis 
has but a single representative on the Com-. 
mittee, to Belfast s two.
